f ARMERS HIGHLY INCENSED 



Mass Meetings are Being Held at Various 

Places and Money Raised to Wage 

a Legal Battle. 



Following close upon the statements 
■of J. L. Cadmore In regard to what he 
termed fraud in the case of the private 
slaughtering to determine the condition 
•of condemned cattle, E. J. Fellows- of 
Elgin now issues a sworn statement 
covering the matter, a copy of which ib 
.given . below. 

Mr. Fellows in his signed statement 
puts the case for the milk producers 
this way: 
"To Whom It May Concern: 

"On Friday, January 27, 1911, \ 
made arrangements with Charles 'Bak- 
er, secretary of the Live Stock Ex- 
change at tho Union Stock Yards, Chi- 
cago, for the slaughter . and inspection 
of sixteen cows that had been tested 
with tuberculin by, a duly authorized 
-veterinarian to make such, tests, to 
have them slaughtered and inspected at 
the Standard Slaughtering company's 
plant on, Friday, February „3, 1911^ 

"The cattle arrived at Chicago 
Thursday,, February 2, and were seized 
and tagged as condemned cattle by the 
assistant state veterinarian."^ 

"On the day of the killing, February 
3, between three and four hundred in- 
terested dairymen were in the .'sheep 
room, above the killing floor, to wit- 
ness a demonstration on the diseased 
parts. 

"About twenty minutes before any 
of my cattle had been knocked down, 
one of our men in the sheep room came 
<lown'and reported that the doctors 
were displaying diseased parts said to 
have been taken^rom cows Nos. 1 and 
2. I told him to go back and stop the 
deception which he did. 

"When the dressing of my "cows was 
in progress, I waB on the floor watch- 
ing the removal of the internal organs 
when I was ordered off- by Mr. Baker 
who was in charge of the killing. Soon 
after, I met Dr. Tyler, our veterinar- 
ian, who said he also had been ordered 
off the floor. 

"At that time none of onr men were 
on the killing floor except Dr. Tyler 
and myself and only five of us were in 
the room. We went upstairs and re- 
ported the occurence, then nearly all 
repaired to a hall in the Breeders' 
building. 

"About a half hour later, I returned 
to the slaughter house and saw a car- 
cas (four quarters) of badly diseased 
beef, lying, on the floor, and was told 
that it was one of our cows. 

"It is my firm conviction that that 
was no more one of my cows than were 
the diseased parts' previously shown 
and said to have been taken from cows 
Nos. 1 and 2 twenty minutes before any 
of my cows had been slaughtered. I 
had no such small, scrawny, emanciat- 
ed animal in the bunch. 

(Signed) "E.J. Fellows. 

"The foregoing- statement was Bub- 
scribed and sworn to before me this 
' seventh day of February, A. D. 19il, 
at Elgin, Kane county, Illinois. 

(Signed) "John W. McQueen, 
Notary Public." 

The wrath of the farmers has been 
aroused over the .imposition and many 
mass meetings are being held at various 
places. The farmers of Cook and Lake 
counties backed by the Chicago Milk 
Producers Association, it is stated, have 
raised nearly $5,000 so far for the pur- 
pose of protecting their interests and 
conducting a legal battle.

1800 Feet of Valuable Toll Wire Stole 
Monday at Waukegan 

The police of Waukegan received a 
report to the effect that Monday' wire 
thieves stole 1,800 feet of large long 
distance copper telephone wire from the 
system that runs four miles west of 
Waukegan. Detectives are investigat- 
ing the matter but have no tangible 
clew to work on as yet. 

It is the belief that the thieves who 
the large amount of wire in this case 
were the same who stole large quant- 
ities of wire from the Chicago Tele- 
phone Co's lines in the county about a 
month ago, and the local police may 
work along this line. 

The wire taken in this case was from 
the American Bell Long Distance Tele- 
phone Co. has not lost any wire since 
the matter was first reported and it is 
the belief that the thieves steered 
clear of this company's wire for fear 
that they would be detected in their 
thefs by the signal system inaugurated 
by the company some time ago whereby 
the severing of a wire rings an alarm in 
the nearest office and it is possible to 
tell the exact place where the break 
occurred. Thus police could be hurried 
to the sene almost before the wire 
thieves had time to get away. 

According to the report received by 
the police the wire was stolen in broad 
day light so it is the supposition that 
the men who made the theft posed aB 
as wire repairers and many haye seen 
them at work without suspecting their 
real purpose. 

The large amount of wire stolen from 
the telephone companies in Lake county 
of late has spurred the managements of 
the.campanies to bend every effort to 
catch the gulity parties. Detectives 
have been set at work and large re- 
wards have been offered but up to the 
present time they have been unavailing.

BOTTLING PLANT 
AT LAK^ VILLA 

ELECTS OFFICERS 

On Monday evening of this week the 
stock holders of the proposed new botr 
tling plant at Lake Villa, held a meet- 
ing for the purpose of electing' officers 
and directors for the ensuing year. 
Those chosen were as follows: for 
directors, Paul Avery, C. B. Hamlin, G. 
P. Manzer, E. A. Wilton, J. J. Barn- 
stable, George Pitman and W. H. Mil- 
ler, and from this number the follow- 
ing officers were selected: President, 
Paul Avery; Vice President, C. B.Ham- 
lin; Secretary and Treasurer, G. P. Man- 
zer. 

The plant is to be located on land 
donated for that purpose by the Leh- 
man estate, just over the line in the 
township of Avon, near the Soo Line 
rail road. 

It is the plan of the directors to- this 
week hold a consultation with the West- 
ern Dairy Company of Chicago, who 
were instrumental in locating the bot- 
tling plant and who will handle the 
entire output Although, the Chicago 
firm has taken considerable interest 
in the plant, it will have no part in its 
management, the Lake Villa plant be- 
ing an entire independent organization 
controled by the farmers. 

At the present time there are about 
seventy-five cans of milk shipped from 
that point to Chicago each day, but 
it is calculated that at least double tha t 
amount will be taken to the plant as 
soon as it is in operation. 




Suit Has Been Entered Against 
Ames' Bondsmen to Re- 
cover Shortage 



STATE BOND NOT INCLUDED 



Although Sued for Amount of Bond Judg- 
ment is Expected For the Amount of 
Shortage Only 



In order to get service on the county; 
bondsmen of, Fred Ames, ex-county 
treasurer in whose office it is claimed 
a Bhortage of over $27,000 exists. 
State's Attorney Dady on Friday of 
last week filed suit for debt against the 
bondsmen for the amount of their bond 
$300,000. The suit was filed late to 
avoid newspaper publicity, and on 
Saturday Sheriff Green visited this 
village and proceeded to serve papers 
on each and every bondsman. 

The action is taken against the county 
bondsmen only and no suit has as yet 
been brought against the state bonds- 
men- who went good to the amount of 
$115,000. 

The State's Attorney is as yet unde- 
cided as to his proceedings in regard to 
the state bondsmen, or at any rate that 
is his claim. 

While Attorney Dady is bringing suit 
for the full amount of the county bond 
$300,000, if judgement is rendered at 
the March term it will be only for the 
amount of the shortage $27,350. 

Some of the bondsmen are among Mr. 
Dady's best friends and he naturally 
faced an unpleasant situation when was 
forced to start the suit to collect the 
shortage. 

The step was made neccessary under 
the law and under his obligation to the 
people of the county to protect their in- 
terests. Naturally, personally, he 
might wish to protect the bondsmen 
who were his friends but if he did so by 
not suing to recover the shortage, he 
would be failing in his duty to the tax- 
payers, therefore he started the action. 
* Thus, while some persons hoped he 
might overlook the matter and let it go 
by default; what would have happened 
had he done so? How would the ma- 
jority of people have looked at it? It 
was just a case where it was an im- 
possibility to do so and Mr. Dady never 
for a minute thought of taking that 
course. The law made it clear what he 
should do and, at the proper time, he 
did so despite the fact that it hit soma 
of his close friends. 



BARRINGTON VILLAGE 
IS SUED BY THE 

BOWMAN DAIRY CO. 

Last Friday there was filed in the 
superiour court of Cook county * by H. 
Stillion Hart, a bill for injunction 
against the village of Barrington, 
Bowman Dairy company and J. F. 
Gieske, asking that the village be per- 
petually restrained from allowing the 
drainage water and sewage from drain- 
ing into Flint creek, and that the de- 
dendants, Bowman Dairy company 'and 
J. F. Gieske be enjoined from drain- 
ing their sewage into the creek. The 
bill of complaint explains at length the 
alleged nuisances and all details with 
which local residents are very familiar. 

The suit is returnable to the March 
term of court which 'opens the first 
Monday in March. 

The village authorities as yet have 
not been served.

speeches delivered by some of our most fa- 
mous men on historic occasions. 

it was not, in the present case, that flro or 
theft threatened tho Washington relic— al- 
though it must bo. admitted that there Is a 
possibility of loss by either of these means 
bo long as it remains in Its present depository. 
However, the destructive .agent that recently* 
aroused somo of the nation's most prominent 
officials to tho peril of tho Washington will 
is nothing less than the ravages of time.

It had como about that 
asaresult of tho handling of the will the pin- 
ning together of tho 23 pages and tho wear 
along the lines of tho creases in which it had 
been folded almost every one of. the sheets was 
completely severed through tho middle. Tho 

.persons In charge of the will realized hi a 
vaguo sort of way that something ought to be 
dono and they finally hlt^upon tho plan of sow- 
ing together the severed sections of each sheet. 
When tho government officials and other 
prominent men Interested In all existing me- 
mentoes of George Washington heard what 
had been dono, they wero all but ready, to 
weep." As though it wero not bad enough to 






attempt to ' sow delicate 
"sheets of paper, It trans- 
pired that subsequent 
handlings of tho sowod 
sheets had caused the 
threads to wear and cut 
their way through the pa- 
per and ultimately the 
pages were literally In 
shreds. All the while tho 
relic, was on display in an 
ordinary wooden box with 
a glass cover which per- 
mitted the will to bo con- 
stantly exposed to tho 
light whllo on exhibition 
at tho county seat of Fair- 
fax county and which 
would probably havo fad- 
ed out tho handwriting 
entirely had not the docu- 
ment been penned with an 
exceptional quality of Ink. 
It was at this juncture 
that the government offi- 
cials who volunteered 
their services wore allowed to take a hand to 
save tho wreck. Tho work of restoration was 
placed in. tho hands of a federal expert who. 
has made a life work,.ot tho Baying of damaged 
papers and 'manuscripts. Ho devoted, weoks 
to the work and what ho has wrought Is little 
short of a miracle. In so far as tho casual 
observer can detect tho will. is in practically 
tho same condition as it .was when it loft the 
hands of its distinguished author. It is only 
when a page Ib held to the light that one 
realizes that, technically,' tho document Is but 
a ghost of its former self. 

"All sorts of- obstacles wero encountered in 
connection with tho restoration of .the will. It 
was at first planned to have the odd salvage 
work undertaken by the department of state, 
the maunscrlpt surgeons of which branch of 
the govornment had already worked wonders 
with the Constitution of tho United States, 
the Declaration of Independence and other 
documents. .Howover, In order to get the ben- 
out of the skill of the stato department's ox- 
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Temples of Babylon 



• Tho Doutscho Orlent-Gesollschaft gives an 
Interesting account of the past year's . excava- 
tion work in three, different parts of Babylon. 

In tho town quarter known as Kasr wero 
laid baro several hundred . meters of a wall 
about 35 feet thick, broken by numerous door 
oponlngs which were originally flanked by 
towers. Tho most interesting find hero was "a 
i coffin of burned clay, on the lid of which was 
n relief of a beardod head. 

Near tho. north wall of tho quarter known 
las Sachn was discovered a 'system of drains, 
built of brick, laid in asphalt. Hero were also 
found soveral fragments of tablets with cunl- 
form Inscriptions from tho time of Nobuchad- 
nozzar. This discovery " enabled tho excava- 
tors to complete fragmentary tablets discovert 
.-fid some tlmo before. # 

Tho legend proved to . refer to the , building 
bf tho Zlgurrat, the temple tower of. Babylon. 
iTho. beginning readB as follows: "Nebuchad- 
nezzar, klnc of Babylon, reveror of tho groat 



gods, establisher of Esaglla and Ezlda, son of 
Nabopolassar, of the king of Babylon, am L 
When Mnrduk, tho -great lord, elevated my 
head, I abased myself reverently boforo Mar- 
duk, tho god who. created me." 

After this Nebuchadnezzar goes on to boast 
that ho made tho tdmplo "brilliant as the day 
, with : bitumen and blue glittering bricks" and 
that for tho samo end ho has had mighty co-, 
dars 'prepared. Tho inscription ends with 
Nebuchadnezzar's prayer that Mnrduk will- 
reward IiIb pious deeds by granting him 
"eternal days." 

Work was also carried on at tho town wall 
built by Nabonld, the last king of Babylon, 
who reigned GB5-5S8 B. C. About 400 meters 
of this wall wero 'uncovered. The wall 1b 
about 25 feet thick and has d tower every 60 
feet, 

Tho main gate lies -in the line of tho great 
Babylonian procession Btreet. The pavement 
of the' processional street at this point la 



perfectly preserved. It Is constructed of two 
or three" layers of bricks -set in asphalt and 
covered with a thick coating of asphalt. 

King Nabonid, It is proved, built his fortifi- 
cations out of the ruins of works constructed 
by his* predecessors, as the- excavators found 
• brick with a four lined inscription of Heri- 
gllssar, In which this ruler, whoso inscriptions 
have .hitherto been missing, describes himself 
as "the' nccompllsher of good deedB." 

The 'excavations made In Assur by Dr. W. 
Andrae In the season, April to October yielded 
still moro Important results. Tho complete 
ground plan; of tho Temple of Assur was laid 
bare, and the history of the groat building 
pushed back to .tho third millennium, B. C. 
■ This makes it tno oldest Mesopotamlan tomplo 
eo far discovered. 

Tho temple was rohowed by tho King Snmsl- 
Adad about 1800 B. ;0„ and it was burned down 
BOO years later under Salmamassar I., who, 
however,- reconstructed It on exactly tho old 
lines. 

Many important finds were made by Dr. An- 
drao. Near the door; in tho southeast front 
wcra found remains of a relief of a bull threo 
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perts it would bo nocessary to remove the wl, 
to Washington for the interim while tho work 
of restoration was in progress, and the county 
officials at Fairfax who. had the say In tho mat- 
ter refused flat-footed -to allow the document 
to 5 leave Virginia. 

It looked for a tlmo as though this might 
block the whole plan, but finally tho officials of 
the- library of congress, who havo on their staff 
a manuscript surgeon almost as skillful as the 
one at the state department, offered to send this 
wizard to Fairfax Courthouse and have him 
carry on. the work there. This was done and 
tho outcome has been as satisfactory as though 
tho work of 'rejuvenation had been conducted 
in the well-equipped plant at the national capi- 
tal. However, there were many handicaps and 
not tho least of these was found In tho neces- 
sity for transporting to Fairfax a heavy press 
arid other paraphernalia needed for the intri- 
cate piecing of tho torn and ragged pageB 
and mounting them on tho cardboard mounts, 
one of which has been provided for each page 

of the will. 

Unquestionably the gratifying success which 
has attended this attempt to restore the Wash- 
ington will to the appearance it bore one hun- 
dred years ago has been duo in no small meas- 
ure to the aid afforded by a number of blank 
sheets of paper made especially for Georgo 
Washington and watermarked with his name. 
When the government officials first inspected 
the torn and tattered will, with a view to apply- 
ing their ingenious "first aid" treatment they 
at onco realized that an inordinate amount of 
piocing and patching would be necessary' and 
they wero .In a quandary where to obtain mate- 
rial that would match the original, for, of course, 
tho will was written on very distinctive paper, 
and to patch it with ordinary paper of present- 
day manufacture would have resulted In only 
partially concealing tho wounds made by time 
and careless hands. 

There was a long search for paper that 
could be used with confidence that no person 
examining tho restored document without the 
aid of a magnifying glass could tell where tho 
original left off and a patch began. Finally tho 
officials' discovered in a second-hand bookstore 
in Washington^ a number of sheets of the writ- 
ing paper which General Washington had manu- 
factured especially"" for his personal use and 
this paper was used wherever now tissue had to 
be grafted on tho original document, with the 
result that the appearance of the original has 
been simulated so as to defy detection. Each 
sheet of tho will has been so backed or mounted 
upon "crepellne" that it will stand any reason- 
able amount of handling and tho Ink of tho will 
has been "set" so that there is little danger of 
further fading. 

However, for all that the precious document 
has been put In condition to stand another cen- 
tury of strenuous existence If need be, It Is 
not likely that It will ever again bo called upon 
1o suffer such neglect or abuse as in the past 
Tho county officials who aro the custodians of 
tho will appear to bo aroused to the necessity 
of giving it more intelligent care than it en- 
joyed in years gone by. To that end tho pages 
of the will havo been bound In the form of a 
book with handsome red levant cover and a 
special fireproof, burglar-proof Bteel safe, made 
specially for the purpose under tho supervision 
of tho government officials . will henceforth bo 
the repository of this relic. 

The attention which this restoration of tho 
will Is receiving is expected to result in the vis- 
its in futuro of considerable numbers of tourists 
and Blghtseers to Fairfax Courthouse, the Vir- 
ginia' hamlet where the will has Its homo — tho 
more so since this historic spot can now bo 
reached by trolley from the national capital. 
The county seat of tho county whero Washing- 
ton lived and died has many picturesque land- 
marks not the least Interesting of which is tho 
old courthouse in which Washington's will was 
probated and which presents today the samo 
appearance that It did on that historic day moro 
than a century ago. Tho will is not .kept In the 
courthouse but in tho office of the clerk of tho 
court, which occupies a separatp building. The 
work of restoring tho Washington will, had It 
been entrusted to any manuscript Burgeon out- 
side tho government service— and there aro 
only a few such- In the country— would havo 
coBt 5200 to $300 at least and it is probable that 
several times tho latter sura might have. been 
demanded for the service for which tho gov- 
ernment mado no charge.

"THIRSTY CANE" THE LATEST 

Invention of Clever Frenchman That 

Makes Man Temperate by 

Drinking for Him. 

A French Inventor has hit upon a 
peculiar device for combating the 
drink- eviL This Is the "thirsty cane." 
Why do men drink? Because other 
men insist on standing them drinks. 
Many a big business deal Is done, over 
a glass, not here more so than in 
French cafes, and drummers would 
lose half their custom If they refused 
an appetizer offered by a customer, to 
whom they must of course stand an- 
other in return. The cane makes 
them temperate by drinking for them.

School for Amateur Huntsmen. 

Tho skill acquired by tho would-be 
huntsman in shooting at a still tar- 
get Is of no value to' him when. ho is 
in the field after wild game.

Birds With Peculiar Eyes. 
The eyes of certain birds, such as 
owls, .eagles and cocks, are provided 
with an organ which, says the Scien- 
tific American, French naturalists, as 
the/result of experiments, propose to 
call' the "parasol."

CHIEF EXECUTIVE PRESENT 



Taft Briefly Addresses Joint Session 
of Legislature and Is Principal 
Speaker at Elaborate Banquet Held 
in Chamber of Commerce. 



Springfield, 111.— President Taft was 
the honored guest of Illinois at the 
oelobratlon of the 102nd anniversary 
of tho birth of Abraham Lincoln and 
the COth anniversary of the depar- 
ture of tho great emancipator from 
Springfield for the White House In 
Washington. There wore many other 
distinguished guests from many sec- 
tions, of the country- 5 

The city hall, the arches on tho pub- 
lic square, tho Interior of tho capltol 
building and many residences are 
handsomely decorated and business 
has been practically suspended during 
the day. 

President Taft and his party ar- 
rived . early in tho afternoon, having 
•been brought In Congressman McKln- 
ley's privato car on the interurban 
from Decatur, whero they were met 
by Representative Israel Dudgeon of 
Morris, chairman of tho joint legisla- 
tive committee In charge of the pro- 
gram. As soon as Mr. Taft alighted 
from tho car tho parade Was formed 
with MaJ.-Gen. Edward C. Young of 
Chicago as grand marshal and Adj.- 
Gen. F. S. Dickson as his chief of 
staff. 

Tho First regimont, from Chicago, 
acted as an escort to tho president 
and that regiment's bond supplied the 
military music, turning out elghty- 
flvo strong. Tho parado moved down 
Capitol avenuo to the state house, as 
the presidential salute of twenty-one 
guns was being fired. 

Arriving at tno capitol, tho soldiers 
were drawn up In two lines and tho 
president entered the building and 
was received by tho two houses of tho 
legislature In special Joint session. To 
the lawmakers ho made his first ad- 
dress of the day, speaking briefly but 
spiritedly. Mr. Taft and the other 
visitors wero then escorted to the old 
Lincoln homo at Eighth and Jackson 
streets. Tho house is preserved by 
jtho state just as it was during tho 
jcivlt war period, and is visited an- 
nually by thousands. 
I From the home the visitors wero 
,taken to Oak Ridge cemetery, where 
jthe martyred president's remains rest 
.'beneath the new monumnt. Mr. Taft 
[and tho other guests entered tho mo- 
Jraorial chapel In the monument and 
reverently viewed tho priceless Lin- 
coln relics preserved there. These in- 
_cludo much of Lincoln's correspond- 
ence and tho famous autobiography 
which ho wrote on one sheet of paper. 
Tho party also viewed tho empty sar- 
cophagus In which Lincoln's body lay 
jfor many years. 

From the cemetery tho presidential 
party was escorted In automobiles to 
the executive mansion where Gover- 
nor and Mrs. Deneen held a public 
reception. 

The culmination of tho day's events 
■was tho great banquet in tho arsenal 
In tho evening under the auspices of 
tho Lincoln Centennial association 
and tho Springfield chamber of com- 
merce. 



PACT IS PRESIDENT'S AIM 

Reciprocity Will Benefit the Farmer, 

Manufacturer and Middle Man, 

Taft Declares. 

Columbus, O.— In an address at the 
National Corn exposition hero Friday 
President Taft declared that reciproc- 
ity with Canada will benefit tho entire 
United States— the farmer, manufac- 
turer, railroad company, middleman 
and tho warehouseman. 

While his speech was devoted es- 
pecially to showing that tho farmer 
had nothing to fear, but much to gain, 
he attempted to prove also that all 
tho other Interests of the country 
would be benefited. 

"We have with pioneer energy 
pushed on to tho Pacific," tho presi- 
dent said, "and taken up all the good 
land. We aro spending millions to 
reclaim tho arid and . semi-arid lands 
of* the great western desert Should 
wo not by taking down a useless and 
unnecessary tariff wall bring within 
our agricultural resources the great 
plains of the northwest when they can 
bring to us what wo need, and that 
without hurting any of our own peo- 
plor 

"Canada Is our neighbor on tho 
north. Her soil is liko ours. Her 
dlmato is temperate, like ours, ex- 
eept that her growing seasons are 
shorter and she cannot raise corn in 
great quantltlea. It Is difficult to 
see in what respect her farmers 
have any advantage over our own 
except a virgin soil in tho far north- 
west

— The Vermilion 
county grand Jury niado Its first 
report, to tho court In ' tho voto 
iraud Investigation and handed up in- 
dictments against City Attorney 
Frank W. Jones and Peter Sanichas, 
a Greek merchant, charging them 
with perjury. Bench warrants wero 
at once issued. 

Tho jury.mado a report of 216 indict- 
ments. Moro than 100 for vote selling 
wero withheld. • , 

By its preliminary report the Jury 
swept thoj docket clear of routine 1 
cases, clearing the decks for the fight 
ngainst corrupt politics which will 
burst with full force next week. 

Tho Indictments against Jones and 
SanlchaB are based on tho direct ques- 
tion: 

"Did you buy any votes in any elco- 
tion in Vermilion county within' tho 
last eighteen months?" 

Both men answered "no" to thlB 
question. Tho grand Jury already had 
evidence tending to Incriminate tno 
Indicted men and true bills wero voted 
almost without argument. 

Hardy H. Whitlock, former county 
treasurer, charged witli the embezzle- 
ment of $37,000, was indicted by tho 
grand Jury on' 214: counts. Sheriff 
John T. Shephard has gone to De- 
troit to arrest Whitlock, who was his 
opponent at tho .fast election for tho 
office of sheriff.

RESIDENCE IN PHILADEL- 
PHIA, AGED EIGHTY. 



CHURCH CAREER NOTABLE 



Born In Ireland; Came to America in 
1852— Located In St Louis— Was 
Chaplain In Military Prison— Aided 
Miners In Great Strike. 



Philadelphia— Most Rev. Patrick 
John Ryan, D. D., LL. D., archbishop 
of Philadelphia, and ono of tho great- 
est archbishops on this continent, died 
Saturday at tho archioplscopal resi- 
dence. r 

The members of tho Immediate fam- 
ily wore at the bedside when ho passed 
away. They Included his sisters, Mrs. 
Edward Bowen of this city and Mrs. 
James Maguire of Boston. 

Tho funeral will bo hold on Thurs- 
day and It is expected to,, bo attend- 
ed by practically all the* prominent 
clergy In tho American 'hierarchy who 
can reach Philadelphia in time for the 
obsequies. Archbishop Glcnnon of St 
Louis will deliver tho funeral oration. 
The body will Ho in Btato at the 
cathedral and will bo entombed back 
of the altar of tho great church bo- 
sldo those of Bishop Egan, Bishop 
Conwell and Archbishop Wood, who 
were his predecessors in the diocese. 
This waa his wfsb. 

• Archbishop. Ryan, known as tho 
greatest orator of the Catholic church 
in America, was born in 1831 in 
Thurles, County TIpperary, Ireland. 

Ho spent his early boyhood in his 
native . country, coming to , America. In 
1852 and going at . onco to SL 
Louis. 

On April 14, 1872, he, was conse- 
crated bishop in partlbus, with tho 
title of bishop of Tricomla, and made 
coadjutor to tho then venerable Arch- 
bishop Kendrick. 

During the Civil war ho was chap-, 
lain of the military prison at St LouIb, 
and In 18C8 he went to Rome at tho In- 
vitation of Pope Pius IX. and delivered 
the Lenten lectures in English. 

During tho strike of tho anthracite 
miners of Pennsylvania In 1900 Arch- 
bishop Ryan, who in 1884 had been 
mado archbishop of tho Philadelphia 
diocese, spent most of his time In the 
coal fields. Hero his advice and. con- 
solation was much sought His in- 
fluence with the miners at that' time 
was said to have kept .many acts of 
violence from being attempted; 

Whllo chaplain of tho military 
prison at St Louis, which was known 
as tho Gratiot prison, he labored with 
much success among the prisoners, 
Bomotlmes baptizing as many as GOO 
converts in a day.

EDIFICE TO COST $300,000 



Members of Lower House Know Lord's 
Prayer— Plans for Making Their 
Hall 8maller— Official Report- 
era 1 Troubles In New 
Congress.

■ Washington.— -Tho members of All 
Souls Unitarian church, which Is at- 
tended by President Taft, Intend to 
build a new homo for tho congrega- 
tion, Tho church structure which 
has been planned will cost probably 
$300,000 and It Is said'/- that Presi- 
dent and Mrs. Taft have made a largo 
contribution toward tho purchase of 
tho new site. 

. All Souls church had a largo mem- 
bership and was In a prosperous con- 
dition before Mr. Taft, as president, 
joined • tho congregation. Of course 
his presence every Sunday in a pew 
in tho church brings many strangers 
to tho service, and it is a hard matter 
to find seats for all who comq because 
tho church was practically filled with 
its own worshippers before it had a 
chief ezecutlvo for a member. 
Roosevelt and Dr. Schick's Church. 

It was a different story with tho 
German Reformed church which Theo- 
dore Roosevelt attended when ho was 
president. When Mr. RooBovelt was 
elected vice-president of tho United 
States Dr. John Shlck, tho pastor of 
a Httlo church on 15th Btreot, wrote 
a letter to lilm snylng that tho;church 
was the only ono in Washington 
which was ^akln in Its creed and ob- 
servance to tho ono of which tho 
vice-president waB a member. Mr. 
Roosevelt wrote back and cald.-he 
would attend Dr. Schick's church. 

At that. tl mo tho church cdlflco was 
little moro than a chapel In size. 
When Mr. Roosevelt becamo president 
tho place, was packed every Sunday 
and -.crowds stood oh tho street trying 
to get in. Members of tho German 
Reformed faith all over the United 
States contributed money to help the 
members, of the congregation build a 
new edifice. A beautiful structure 
was erected, not a very large one, it 
lis true, but much larger than tho orig- 
inal. It was not big enough to hold 
tho crowds which came every. Sun- 
day. To the satisfaction of Dr. Schick 
and his congregation it may be said 
that tho church has hckP its own won- 
Jderfully since Mr. Roosevelt retired to 
|privato life. Many of the people who 
"went to tho services, possibly out of 
curiosity, became interested and to- 
day are church pillars. 

House Knew the Lord's Prayer. 

A Btory recently waa printed In 
Washington, and of courso elsewhere 
in the. country, to tho effect that tho 
chaplain of tho Kansas state senate 
found that only eight senators in that 
body know tho Lord's prayer ver- 
batim. Due allowance must bo made 
for understatement or overstatement, 
whichever it was in this case, but the 
story had Its Washington interest 
nevertheless. 

Representatives in congross recall- 
ed the time when a substitute chap- 
lain was taking tho place of tho regu- 
lar chaplain, Dr. Couden, who was 111. 
It happened .that tho substitute clergy- 
man was there on a. day of two ses- 
sions, for an extra session had been 
.called and thero was an opening 
prayer • for tho last session of ono 
congress. and an opening prayer for 
tho first session of tho new, s 

vThls stato of affairs was unknown 
to the visiting clergyman who < ap- 
parently had prepared his prayer 
thinking "ho was to offer only ' ono. 
When he was called upon to offer tho 
second ho was taken by surprise and 
could hardly collect his thoughts. The 
result was that after hesitating a 
moment ho started directly into the 
Lord's prayer, asking the representa- 
tives to , Join with hlim As far as 
could be determined from tho press 
gallery, all the men In tho houso wero 
letter perfect in the petition, and they 
joined audibly in the prayer and with 
fervor, tho chaplain leading. It may 
bo- that some state senators do not 
know tho tord's prayer, but there are 
at least ono hundred and twenty-five 
members of tho presont house of rep- 
resentatives who wero .members of 
the houso when it .showed that it 
know tho prayer of prayers verbatim. 

Chamber of House to Be Smaller.. 

If.. President Taft doeB not call 
an extra session to meet in March, 
the hall ' of- tho houso, of ropre- 
aentatlvea will be remodeled, tho 
work to begin as soon as tho presont 
session of congrosa adjourns. ', Elliott 
Woods,. superintendent of the capitol, 
has the plans' all made' and has his 
force of workraon ready to go ahoad 
with the -work - of dismantling " tho 
present chamber. 

The chamber of mooting proper will 
bo madia much* smaller. Tho cloak 
rooms and lounging rooms for tho 
members/which are 'in the rear of tho 
prosont hallundor tho galleries, will 
be very much' enlarged, while the 
, houso Itself will bo contracted in di- 
mensions. Tho deBka will bo taken ; 
out and tho members will bo provided 
with straight-backed chairs with a lit- 
tle' swinging arrangement In front of 
thorn upon which thoy can . writo let- 
iters. Theso "desks" when they axe 



not In use can bo folded up and -.stow- 
ed away out of sight. 

8peakera Cannot Be Heard Well. . 

Tho change in- the 'houso ; arrange- 
ments ,1s' made ; necessary by the fact 
that now it is very difficult' fory mem- 
bers to. hear the speeches. whioharo 
being made, especially If the member 
speaking has. not a carrying voice, i It 
happens frequently when representa- 
tives are interested in something 
which ono of their colleagues is say- 
ing they leave their seats] and crowd 
about him, thus creating considerable 
confusion which interferes with- tho 
work of the house debate reporters, 
and with tho speaker, who finds- it 
difficult to keep track of things in 
tho confusion and crowding. 

Andrew C. Welch, who was a senior 
member of tho corps of. official report- 
ers of debates of tho houso b't-repre-* 
sentatlveB/aledta day or two ago after 
an illness of only five days. Mr. Welch 
was sixty-six years old and for moro 
than a quarter of a century he had 
boon reporting tho debates In tho 
houso of representatives. 

There are seven or eight men who 
take stenographic reports of the' con- 
gressional proceedings aid thoy are 
all experts, as they must bo, for their 
work is not only exacting but it has 
to' stand the scrutiny; when in print, 
of every member of tho houso of rep- 
resentatives. Tho latter are quick to 
detect errors and never let. a mistake 
■pass uncorrected provided it can be 
construed as changing in tho least the 
moaning of what was said. 

When Reporters Have Trouble. 
Theso reporters of dobates have 
trouble of their own when a now con- 
gress assembles; When the first, ses- 
sion begins theso men must go on tho 
floor and bo able to put down in their 
books instantly the name of any man 
who Interjects a, question or a remark 
while another membor is speaking. 
Thero will bo over a hundred new 
members to appear on tho first day of 
tho session and let It bo supposed 
that an old member Is making a 
spcoch. Suddenly a man In a far. cor- 
ner, an absoluto stranger. to tho hall, 
arises to ask a question. It Is pos- 
sible that tho reporter of debates 
never has -seen this man beforo, but 
ho must got into his nolo book some-, 
thing which will enable him to iden- 
tify tho interrupter so that ho can 
wrlto his namo In when the tlmo for 
transcribing tho notes comes. 

Identification of tho new member by 
means of stenographic notes is made 
In ono way, a most natural way, but 
ono which has its 'Interest For in- 
stance, it Is nothing unusual to find in 
a stenographic note book containing 
tho proceedings of tho early days of 
a now congress an entry like this: 
"Lank, red-whiskered chap, northeast' 
corner, interrupts." It is perhaps 
needless to say when tho Congression- 
al Record appears the next day the 
lank, red-whiskered ' chap appears as 
Representative Smith or Representa- 
tive Jones or Representative some- 
body else, whatever his namo is. At 
any rate, ho appears In tho Record In 
proper form and his beard or his lack 
of beard or his bald head or tho fact 
that ho has a scar on his faco is not 
in evidence. 
Argument Agalnfet Extra 8esslon. 
It virtually can bo taken for 
granted that . President . Taft will 
not let his mind definitely bo known 
upon tho subject of an extra ses- 
sion of congross until ho*, finds out 
whether either ono of his two favorito 
legislative recommendations is to bo 
given tho force of tho law— tho tariff 
commission, arid reciprocity' with 
Canada; 

While* tho matter is in doubt thoro 
aro several hundreds of employees of 
tho houso and sonato who aro on tho 
anxious seat. If tho president con- 
venes congress in extra session In 
March nearly all tho capitol employees 
who havo received positions. by direct 
"Republican appointment" will bo sep- 
arated from the servlco and Demo- 
crats will take their places. If .there 
Is no extra session these employees 
will hold ofllco practically without do- 
ing any work at all until next Decem- 
ber, when tho regular session begins 
and they will be ousted in duo course 
and their places taken by Democrats. 
It is usual for clerks appointed he- 
causo thoy happen to bo •members of 
ascertain political party to hold offlco 
for two years; that is, from tho begin- 
ning of one congress until the time: 
that tho next congress gets togother. 
If thero is an extra session the Demo- 
cratic employees will begin their 
work in March and la all human prob- 
ability will hold- over until two years 
from ; next December, , thereby . giving 
them two and. one-half years' pay and 
cutting the Republican clerks and 
messengers out of their emoluments 
for, tho months lying between March 
and December. 

It may. seem a little bit curious, but 
it is a fact that President Taft has 
boon urged not 'to call an extra ses- 
sion on the ground -that, ho will de- 
prive a number of houso employees 
of pay which thoy fully expected to re- 
ceive. 

Signal Corpo Sent to Border. 
Orders were issued from tho, war 
department a day or. two ago sending 
ono hundred- members of tho signal 
corps of tho. army from middle west- 
ern posts to the Mexican border where 
their services may*.be needed In con- 
nection with tho troops of othor arms 
of the service In preserving neutral- 
ity.. 

Tho signal corps of tho army. Is a 
very small body ond-yet it does an 
enormous amount of work. • It has 
Just completed a great military tele- 
graph system, in Alaska, in addition to 
laying- a cable from tfeatilo, Wash., to 
the chief seaport of tho' great north- 
woBt territory. ThiB cable and land 
telegraph lino several thousands' of 
miles In length was laid entirely by 
tho signal corpB men' In* the face of a 
good many hardships' and dangers. . 




DECIDES, 197, TO 120, ON IMME-

ITS PASSAGE IS PREDICTED 



Republicans Divide on Vote for Ta- 
king Measure Up— Democrats 
Almost Unanimous . In 
Favor of It. 



Washington.— Reciprocity won a 
signal . victory in tho. houso Monday. 
The house by a vote of 1D7 to 120 de- 
cided to begin Immediate considera- 
tion of the McCall bill carrying out 
the reciprocity agreement. 

Immediately after .--the.- representa- 
tives met Mr. McCall of Massachu- 
setts called' up tho reciprocity bill. 
Objection was , made by members of 
the plstfict of Columbia committee, 
this being district day on the houso 
calendar., A point of no quorum also 
'was made. 

To insure a full vote a call of the 
house was ordered, and all absentees 
were summoned to tho chamber. 

Tho roll call showed an overwhelm- 
ing majority for reciprocity. 

Whflo the vote to displace the reg- 
ular order on tho house calendar can- 
not bo accepted as an exact indication 
on 'tho final vote on the reciprocity 
bill, it is regarded as being approxi- 
mately so. : . 

Tho vote against taking up the 
measure came almost wholly from tho 
Republican side. The "Democrats voted 
almost solidly for immediate consid-. 
oration., ; 

Somo of tho Republicans who voted 
against displacing the regular order 
are not expected to place themselves 
on . record against reciprocity at a 
final vote. 

Mr. McCall will handle tho time for 
debato in favor of the bill and Mr.' 
Dalzell of Pennsylvania will serve in 
like capacity for tho opposition. 



DIAZ TROOPS SLAY FAMILY 



Massacre Aid to Rebels and Seize 

$1,500,000— Forty Federate Killed 

In Battle. 

Galveston, Tex. — Reports of tho 
massacre of an entire family of In- 
Burrectos in Pueblo, State of Pueblo, 
Mexico, and seizure of $1,500,000 gold, 
wore brought hero Monday on a 
steamer from Prontora, Mexico. 

Passengers said that recently the 
government, upon information that 
Aguiles Salano, a prominent Pueblo 
merchant,' was acting as a treasurer, 
for lnsurrectos, sent troopB -with a 
machlno gun to hishousq. They took 
possession, but found tho place ap- 
parently deserted. 

Finally a secret cellar Is said to 
have been discovered where Salano 
and his family wero hiding. All sur- 
rendered, whereupon. It is alleged,' 
tho troops immediately shot tho en- 
tiro family to death. Search of the 
promises is said to havo revealed 
moro .than $1,500,000 In gold and ne- 
gotiable securities. 

Delayed advices received here Mon- 
day clear up suspense over results, of 
tho fighting between' lnsurrectos and 
federals around Mulata. Word re- 
ceived the middle of last week told 
of federal reverses in an assault up- 
on rebel lines at Mulata. '. News re- 
ceived' hero sayB tho tldo of battlo 
remained the same, with the result 
that the federals retreated to OJlnaga, 
their base of supplies. Tho lnsurrec- 
tos wore unable ' to check General 
Luquo'a retreat. Their supply of am- 
munition was' exhausted. The federal 
loss was 40 killed and wounded. ( 

The insur recto loss was one killed 
and woundedYin the two days*. battle.
